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Frozen pipes lead to leaky problems

With temperatures in the single digits 
and wind chills below zero, residents 
might face an unexpected problem at 
home - frozen pipes. 

Roto Rooter has had a few calls this 
week and expects to probably see more as 
the cold weather continues, said Tim 
O'Connor, general manager of the 
plumbing company. 

Both pipes and drains can freeze in 
the right conditions, he said. Usually they 
are in walls on the outside of the building 
and the wind has to be blowing in just the 
right way. 


Utilities District is to leave the faucet 
running just a trickle to prevent the pipes 
from freezing, said Mari Matulka, director 
of communications for MUD. 

O'Connor said that a little running 
water from a faucet will keep the pipe 
from freezing; however, that could cause 
the drain to freeze. 

He suggests leaving a pan or 
something under the faucet to catch the 
water from a leaky faucet to prevent the 
drains from freezing. Even putting a 
stopper in the sink is not always a 
guarantee, he said, since stoppers can leak, 
and any little trickle of water could freeze 

in the drain.

to circulate around pipes on outside walls, 
Matulka said. They also advise people 
who are going to be away from their 
homes for extended periods to leave the 
furnace at a normal setting and disconnect 
the water at the meter. 

O'Connor said he hasn’t noticed that 
it matters if a house is new or older. 

“I’ve heard people with frozen pipes 
say they‘ve lived there for forty years and 
never had that problem,” he said. “Well 
the conditions were just right that one 
time.” 

Roto Rooter can thaw. pipes by 
attaching cables to melt the ice, he said. 
Thawing drains is a little trickier, however, 
because hot water used to thaw them has 
to be kept continually moving to keep 
them from freezing again. 


with that problem yet, but he expects t 
over the next couple of days. 

“Most people don’t find the damage 
until it starts to thaw,” he said. That’s 
when the water starts to leak. A frozen 
pipe can crack, but the ice will keep it from 
leaking until it melts. 

He said some people will try to thaw 
the pipes themselves. 

“We recommend a hairdryer because 
it's plenty of heat and if you use anything 
hotter, it could start a fire,” Schrader said. 

If the pipes are under a sink, for 
example, O’Connor said that just leaving 
the cabinets open can sometimes let in 
enough heat to prevent them from 
freezing.

Within the last year, Nebraskans visited 
casinos more than 2 million times, according to 
a study conducted by Harrah's Entertainment, 
Inc./ NFO World Group. 

Omahans accounted for nearly half of 
those trips. 

Nebraska also ranked as a state with 
casino participation rates higher than the 
national average, with 26 percent of the states’ 


' population making those trips.

Nebraska has no casinos. So, all that Jw 


money generated from gambling — 73 
percent worth — went to Council 
Blutts, lowa. 

Allof these statistics and more are 
the reasons why Keep The Money In 
Nebraska Committee has started a! 
petition to expand gaming in 
Nebraska. ‘The group will 
introduce the idea on Legislative 
ballot for November. The petition is 
expected top hit the streets in February. 

Greg Robinson, a committee chair, said 
“the Legislature has had its chanee to give 
people the right to vote on this issue, and failed 
to put anything on the ballot.” 

‘The petition drive will focus on. three 
propositions. ‘The first proposition permits 
Nebraska communities to authorize gaming, 
leaving: the decision to build casinos or allow 
slot machines in the hands of City Council 
members. Proposition 2 will establish a gaming 
commission and a compulsive gamblers 
program. Proposition 3 will establish and 
allocate a tay on gambling. 

“Our petition sets up taxing, levels that 
match the highest levels of fowa, conservatively 
resulting in 100 to 150 million dollars in new 
revenue” Robinson said. “For years, public 
opinion polls have consistently showed that a 
large majority of Nebraskans want the chance 
to bring expanded yaming to our state.” 


A large percentage of the money 
Nebraskans spend at out-of-state casinos such 
as lowa, Kansas and Missouri. 

However, there are those who. see 
potential problems with bringing expanded 
gaming to the state. Hugh Reilly, assistant 
professor in the School of Communication, said 
casinos “prey on a certain segment of society 
that cannot afford it!” 

UNO student ‘Tyler Krahn agreed. “The 
system is designed to appeal to the poor” he 
said.

Prevent frostbite by taking careful steps, precautions

Omaha revived 13.5 inches of snow, 
the heaviest amountsineea snowstorm in 
March of 1987 when 14.1 inches of snow 
fell in the metropolitan area, said the 
National Weather Service. 

Along with the snow came sub-zero 
temperatures ranging from the single 
digits to the teens due to two weather 
systems combining in the region. “Arctic 
air worked its way into the region,” said 
Cony King, a meteorologist for the 
National Weather Service in Valley. “Cold 
spells in January aren't out of the norm.” 

When cold temperatures strike, so 
does a serious winter ailment: frostbite. 

Frostbite results in exposure to 
extremely cold temperatures. 

Marcia Adler, Student Health 
Services coordinator, said students can get 
frostbite from just doing regular things 
such as walking and going to start their 
car. It can become a medical emergency 
quickly, 

“It docs not take a lot of exposure to 
get Frostbite,” she said. “Treat it as an 
emergency as itcan be deadly.” 

Adler said frostbite is preventable if 
the right steps are taken to keep the body 
protected. 

“January in Nebraska means coats, 
shoes, gloves. You have to have them and 


you have to be ready.” 

Wearing layers is essential to keep 
warm and clothing at this time of year 
should be “function more than fashion.” 

“Tt sounds like common sense, but 
some of the kids we've seen were 
wearing, sandals, flip-flops,” Adler said 
about past patients that Student Health 
Services has treated for frostbite. 

‘To keep wann and covered, Adler 
recommends that students wear long 
johns, T-shirts, warm socks and 
waterproof, insulated boots and fabrics 
such as wool and cotton since they are 
more breathable and do not trap 
perspiration. 

If the air stings as you breathe, cover 
your mouth and nose witha scarf, as your 
breathing passage could become 
damaged. Extremely cold air can 
complicate health problems such as 
asthma, bronchitis and colds. 

Since frostbite is an ailment that is 
similar to a bum, it should be treated like 
one. Frostbite can cause blistering and 
lead to permanent damage of affected 
areas and even amputation. 

Symptoms of frostbite include a loss 
of feeling and a white pallorin the affected 
area, the skin feeling hard and cold to the 
touch, numbness and a lack of sensation 
or throbbing pain. 

Those who are most at risk for 


getting frostbite include people with 
feeling impairments such as diabetes 
patients and people with nerve damage. 
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In addition, people who drink : 


alcohol and then go outdoors are also ata 
greater risk for getting frostbite because 
their brains aren’t registering that their 
bodies are cold, Adler said. 

If you have been outside and your 
hands become cold, treatment at home 


would include warming your hands | 
gradually and slowly or putting them in | 


lukewarm water. 

“One's instinct might be to use hot 
water ta warm up, but lukewarm water, 
not hot water should be used to gradually 
warm the hands or else one could be at 


tisk for buming the skin because of a lack _ 


of sensation,” Adler said. 


Adler also recommends drinking 
warm beverages such as tea and hot , 


chocolate to warm up. 

“The sugar [in the beverages] serves 
asa function also,” she said. “because the 
body burns a lot of calories to keep itself 
alive, The sugar aids that function.” 

If you suspect you have frostbite, 


immediately go to the nearestemergency .

Pin-up girls, erotic art lecture bares all

The Barbara Wilson Memorial 
Lecture Series got off to an excellent start 
this semester with guest lecturer Maria 
Buszek. A graduate of Creighton 
University, Buszek made her Omaha 
lecture debut at the UNO Art Gallery 
Jan. 22 with a provocative look at the 
history of the pin-up girl in America. 

Currently teaching at the Kansas 
City Art Institute, Buszek has co-curated 
an exhibit of the work of Alberto Vargas, 
one of the prime artists of the pin-up era. 
The lecture, “From Vargas to Riot Grrrls: 
the Secret Feminist History of the Pin- 
Up,” condensed the broad-ranging, 
300-page manuscript she has produced, 
due out next year. 

The lecture traced the origins of the 
pin-up girl and erotic art forms from 
Victorian England during the era of 
burlesque’ shows, illustrating that the 
forerunner of the pin-up girl lay in the 
mass reproduced collectible 
photographs of artfully posed, scantily 
clad burlesque actresses. However, 
contrary to a reactionary opinion, these 
actresses were not exploited, but the 
exploiters, owning their theaters, 
writing and producing their own 
material and using these photographs 
as a lucrative source of side revenue, 
little different from athletic trading cards 
of today. 

Immediately following the 
burlesque era was an aristocratic 
slumming of well-bred, wealthier girls 
photographing themselves as working 


class girls, borrowing a sexual identity 
of an economic group they deemed 
more free in their sexual exploration. 
“These girls took a sincere pleasure 
in their own audacity,” Buszek said. 
Buszek’s colorful slide presentation 
included paintings and photography 
from decades of pin-up history, from the 
empowered World War II era, which 
gave birth to the popular notion of the 
pin-up girl, to feminist and post- 
feminist artistic reactions to the 
rendering of nude or sexualized 
women. For Buszck, it is a fascinating 
retrospective because, she said, “I was 


‘born in 1971. For me, feminism always 


existed and I have taken it for granted. 
For me, feminism was learned from 
pop culture and not pure theory.” 

While the 1960s should have been a 
time of solidarity in liberation, feminism 
suffered a number of blows from those 
who should have been their greatest 
supporters. Cartoons published in 
Students for Democratic Society 
newspapers, reduced emerging 
feminists to whining, adolescent 
figures, devoid of any sexual power or 
identity. But at the same time, the first 
class of the Fresno State College 
Feminist Art program produced a nude 
group photo, celebrating __ their 
nakedness and brazenly defying the 
notion that good girls keep their clothes 
on. 

Feminist critics have waged their 
own attacks on the pin-up girl form, 
most notable in Andrea Dworkin’s 
famous illustration “Beauty Hurts,” 
which details every point of female 


anatomy and notes how attitudes on 
conventional beauty are counter to the 
natural state of the human form. 


Photographer Annie Sprinkle paid 


her own homage to this drawing by 
performing the same dissection on a 
photo that could appear in any men’s 
magazine, deflating the fantasy woman 
sold to men en masse. 

Buszeck’s exposition on “riot grils” 
(putting the growl back in girl) 
investigated the grass-roots post- 
feminist movement of covert action and 
production of zines and recyeled image, 
a burgeoning art movement in the late 
1980s and carly 1990s. Buszek also gave 
excellent attention to African-American 
and Latina artists, post-feminists who 
are becoming comfortable 


who are exploring their own sexuality 
outside of the “what men want" 
stereotype. Most familiar to many 
audience members was her attention to 
the MTV-made pop culture goddess of 
pin-up, Madonna, who has changed 
looks as often as she changes clothes. 
Regarding Madonna asa work of living 
art and artist at once, Buszek showed 
several slides that illustrated the 
singer’s skilled technique at casual 
beauty. 

Buszek concluded her lecture with 
the  21St-century _ technological 
revolution. That of the Internet, 
underscoring that now, rather than 
commercial presses exporting pin-up 
images.

It was supposed to 
have been the happiest day 
of his life. I’m sure that it 
was, but it wasn’t supposed 
to happen until September. 
On Jan. 24, 2004, Corey 
Leroy McCormick was 
married, and as he stood at 
the front of the church in his 
Marines dress blues, the 
thoughts at the small 
gathering = were torn 
between a life filled with 
happiness and prayers that 
Corey would survive the 
next year. 

I’ve known Corey since | was about 
six years old, and just a few weeks ago he 
received his deployment papers to Iraq. 
The wedding was rushed and thrown 
together and | found out that the guy that 
was like a big brother to me growing up, 
would feel two of the greatest emotions of 
his life in the span of two weeks. 

Following the small ceremony, guests 
went to a relaxed reception, appropriate 
for Corey. There was no dise jockey or 
dancing. There was no time to get that 
together, but more importantly, the 
reception allowed family and friends to 
remember all of the great memories. 

I, personally had many memories of 
Corey and his entire family. Fle is the oldest 
of four boys, Craig, Cody and Cameron. 
‘The five of us were virtually inseparable. 
At one point there were 17 kids in our 
neighborhood and I don’t think that there 
was a day that went by when we didn’t 
hang out. tts those memories that | look 
back on 10 years later. 

Corey, being the oldest of all the kids 
on the black was sure to let it go to his 
head. When he turned 13, he thought he 
knew everything, “Hey, im a teenager 
now,” he would say as if it were supposed 
to convince us he was right.

Corey never had any 
problem expressing his 
opinion, he did, however, 
have problems admitting 
he was wrong. There was 
the time when he wanted to 
join the wrestling team. 
Corey was ecstatic about the thought of 
doing a pile driver as he'd seen Hulk 
Hogan do time and time again on WWF. 
His dad tried to explain that pile drivers 
and body slams were not legal moves in 
real wrestling, Corey refused to accept this 
and was hell bent on proving his dad 
wrong, provided he'd be allowed to wear 
a helmet on the mat.
